my remarks yesterday against this ques- 
tion. The first was if the Constitu- 
tion of 1868 is the law of Georgia, then 
it is not a practical question how it be- 
came the law. If it 1s law it should 
stand or fall as its provisions are good 
or ill, and that it is immaterial for all the 
urposes of this debate whether it was 
ramed by negroes, scalawags, and 
thieves, or whetber it was 
framed by Georgians. In the next place, 
I undertook to show that those features 
in the constitution which made it odi- 
ous to the people of Georgia in 1868, 
are beyond remedy now. 
I next recurred to the 
homestead to show that itis in process 
of rapid solution. Then I referred to 
the proposition to reduce the length of 
the term of the governor and judzes, 
andthe removal of large official pat- 
ronage from the hands of the governor, 
merely to say; that these are questions 
which never have disturbed the public 
mind and do not now. i then took oc- 
casion to state that the taxes, outside of 
county and municipal levies, were not 
too high, notwithstanding gentlemen 
so grievously complain of them, und 
these things are und-r the control of 
the peoplethemselves, If they are bur- 
densome the convention cannot lessen 
them, for the objects for which tie 
money is spent are upon us and with 
regard to them the legislature has 
the same power as ithe convention. Ip 
stating these as broadly as I did, I did 
not intead to deny that this constitution 
was forced upon us, but with all that I 
cannot join in with gentiemen in the full 
measure of their dcnunciations against it. 
Mr. Hoge then spoke of the fuct that the 
legis!ature had been told that it was the 
servant of the people and that if the as 
sembly assumed to deny tothe peop’e the 
rigut to determioe whether they will re- 
org#nize their organic law or not, they 
would rise in their might and hus] the 
legislature from power. ,lhat wz#s an 
old cry, which had been dinned 
into the ears of memters in 1871 
and 1872 and agaia in 1874, but 
in all those elections the people ulterl y 
ignored the question, and he, (Hoge) did 
not believe there were two men holding 
seats in the house by virtue of the advo- 
cucy of a convention. He agreed that 
there had been no expression from the 
people favoring this measure, and that 
when they wanted a convention they 
would say so by their grand jury pres. 
eniments and public meetings. How 
many members upon this floor know 
whether their people want this conven- 
tion or not ? 

He rather favored the passage by this 
house of a bill calling a convention out- 
right, than one submitting the matter to 
the people. He reviewed the speech 
of Mr. Speer, of Spalding, and 
reiterated in stronger terms the dangers 
of divisions aud dissensions among the 
people. He said there vas dal ough in 
the history of Georgia to show the peo- 
ple the necessity of keeping those in 
office who would. administer the law 
with equal and exact justice to all. 
There is no evil pressing upon the people 
remediable by and demanding a conven- 
tion. He appealed to gentlemen to do 
nothing to interfere with the return of 
the government of the Union to the 
hands of those who will mete out equal 
and exact justice under the law. Even 
at this day we see our sister state, South 
Carolina, sitting in chajns and tears at 
our very doors. Louisiana, often 
suppplicaiing for simple justice, is still 
deprived of it. But already the streaks 
of a better day may beseen in the hori- 
zon, and gen'ijemen should throw noth- 
ing in the way of bursting open the 
gatesto the noon tide glory of that day, 
when we shall all receive our own, and 
Louisiana and S$ uth Carolina will again 
stand among their sister:, decked with 
the jewels of their sovereignty and their 
broken shackles rusting at their feet.

A BIG HAUL 


Boston, Jan. 29.—Later details of the 
robbery of the Northampton bank Tues- 
day night, by masked robbers, state that 
the result is something appalling. The 
table of securities taken shows a tota\ of 
$670,000. Of course not much of this is 
negotiable, so that it is difficult to est'- 
mate the real loss to the bank and de- 
positors. The bank officers offer a re- 
ward of $25,000 for the return of the 
property and the conviction of the bur- 
glars. The loss falls comparatively 
light upon the bank, the greater part of 
the securities belonging to —— de- 
positors. 


DETAILS OF THE ROBBERY. 


The robbers entered the house of cas- 
izr Whittlesay and bound, gagged and 
guarded for hours seven people. They 
compelled him to give them the combi- 
nations of the safe vault, and waited un- 
til they knew the night watchman had 
gone home, and then getting into the 
vault and safe with only one of four 
keys needed, they took a large amount 
of securities. An expert had to be 
summoned from New York, and the lock 
was not opened until aa early bour this 
morning. Cashier Whittlesay, when 
asked to give the three comobuuations to 
the vault, outer, inner and the chest 
doors, gave them wron twice, but the 
burglars ‘wrote them down and made 
himrepeatthem. Of course they caught 
him in the attempt tu mislead them, and 
the exhibition ot a pistol compelled him 
to tell the truth, though he told them 
four keys were necessary to open the 
patent lock, three of which were at an- 
Other house. At 4A. M. Whittlesay was 
taken to a down stairs bedroom. The 
whole family were gagged and four of 
the burglars withdrew to operate on the 
bank. Three hours after Mrs. Whittle- 
say succeeded in freeing herself and

from a window. The whole party were 
liberated and the cashier, still wearing 
the handcuffs, went to the bank. At the 
house a workman soon afterward fitted 
a key and all the persons were released. 
An examination of the bank showed 
that the cracksmen had unlocked the 
outer door, but were apparently baffled 
by the safe lock, lacking the three requi- 
site keys They tried to get off the door 
with bars, and wrenched off the dial 
which served as an index for working the 
combination. They were

the wa'ch having gone home. There is 
every indication that six and perhaps all 
of them left on the 6 o’clock train. Fiye 
of them had tickets previously bought, 
and one paid his fare. Many of the ap- 
pliances, it was remarked, was home- 
made.
